Not content with robbing the miſe- 
rable remains of Abdalla's cruelty of every thing | 
they poſſeſſed, they ſtripped all the males an 
females quite naked, and wantonly whipped them 
before them along the ſtreets. Many now prayed 
for death, as the greateſt blefling, and than: 

—Famine 
began to rage among the unfortunate citizens to 
ſuch a degree, that men fled from their deareſt 
friends, as from beaſts of prey, for fear of being 
devoured. - Many women devoured their own 
children, while ſome mothers, of more hu- 
manity, were ſeen dead in the ftreets, with 
infants ſtill ſucking at their breaſts. —But let us 
now draw a veil over this ſcene of horror.
